TO:   Hospital  Administrators, 

Medical  Staffs,  and  Nurses 

This  is  the  third  annual  report  of  its  kind  prepared  for  disseminating  vital  information  to  the 
medical  and  nursing  professions  and  to  hospital  administrators.  Its  purpose  is  aimed  to  iinprove  the 
caliber  of  maternal  and  newborn  care  in  Montana  hospitals. 

As  in  previous  years  all  hospitals  in  Montana  doing  obstetrics  cooperated  with  the  State  Board  of 
Health  and  the  Maternal  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  of  the  Montana  Medical  Association  by  returning, 
quarterly,  information  on  the  number  of  live  births,  stillbirths,  neonatal,  aad  infant  deaths  occurring 
in  their  respective  hospitals.  This  information  has  been  tabulated  for  each  of  four  groups  representing 
a  classification  by  number  of  hospital  beds. 

In  1958  there  were  17,l66  live  births  (provisional)  in  Montana  (by  place  of  occurrence)  for  a  rate 
of  25,3  per  1000  estiniated  population.  There  were  U38  infan,t  deaths  with  a  rate  of  25.5  per  1000  live 
births.  Of  these  there  were  30lt  neonatal  deaths  with  a  rate  of  17.7.  There  were  also  230  fetal  deaths 
with  a  rate  of  13 «h   per  1000  live  births.  Montana's  infant  mortality  rates  are  reasonably  low  when  one 
considers  that  the  State  is  predominately  rural  and  adequate  hospital  facilities  and  personnel  are 
frequently  inadequate.  However,  there  is  still  room  for  continued  improvement. 

Because  of  the  interest  shown  in  the  two  previous  reports  it  has  been  decided  to  continue  this 
study.  It  is   hoped  that  hospitals  and  medical  staffs  will  continue  to  cooperate  by  reporting  mortality 
and  by  continuing  to  support  the  perinatal  death  studies.  In  this  report  hospitals  are  x'mked  on  the 
basis  of  their  infant  death  rate.  The  hospital  ranked  number  1  in  each  group  has  the  lowest  infant  death 
rate  in  that  bed  class.  Your  hospital  is  checked  in  red  in  the  report.  It  i^   further  hoped  that  the 
administrators,  medical  staffs,  and  nurses  will  review  the  report  and  consider  where  irrprovements  can  be 
made  in  their  own  hospital.
